Mr. Helsby talked th ings over with h is 
readers at th at time—told th em wh at an in­ 
dispensable part th ey play ed in th e operation 
of an untrammeled press: 
A newspaper, to be successful, must 
appeal to the rank-and-file of people. .. It 
must provide 
information, 
entertainment 
and inspiration. ..It is entirely dependent 
upon the good will of the public; and noth­ 
ing its owTiers or its staff can do can per­ 
petuate it if that good will is forfeited. 
This unassailable fact is an irrefutable 
answer to those who so continually charge 
that a newspaper is '^controlled” by this 
or that interest. 
A newspaper is controlled, primarily, 
by its subscribers who like it well enough 
to buy it. 
If they don't like it well enough 
to buy it, there simply isn't any newspaper. 
Never before h as th e 
newspaper 
play ed 
such a dominant role in American life as dur­ 
ing times like th ese, as it catalogs and in­ 
terprets national and international events. Sel­ 
dom h as th e public leaned so h eavily on th e 
daily press. 
National Newspaper Week will h ave serv­ 
ed its purpose if it h elps to deepen th at friend­ 
sh ip between press and public. 
We are glad 
we h ave th is opportunity to get to know^ y ou 
better—and for y ou, to get to know us a little 
more intimately .

Squeeze On U. S. 
Th is would be especially true in case of a 
German victory in Europe, and 
in case Ger­ 
many and Japan, plus Italy and Russia, decided 
to put th e sq ueeze on th e United States simul­ 
taneously . 
Never before, naval strategists point out, h as 
th e United States h ad an oppcrtuniiy to secure 
a real base in th e far east. 
For h ith erto Singa­
